bringing on board of anything 
contrary to or not in accordance 
with these regulations.” 


Initial Protest. 


Immedintely the regulation was 
issued, Captain Laurenson, on be- 
half of the Guild. entered a-strong 
pretest against it, on the ground 
that cit placed unreasonable obli- 
gations on ships’ officers. 

Tn last) week’ issue oof the 
Government Gazette, further 
amendments of the regulations 
were issued, from which it was dis: 
closed that othe regulation te 
whieh the ild had taken such 
strong: objection was heing retain.

Captain Laurenson at once 
plained that the position “had 
been satisfactorily cleared up, 
He stated that at the time of his 
protest, the Colonial, Secretary in- 
formed him that the Government 
had ono intention whatever of 
placing the onus of searches on 
ships’ officers, and that the regula- 
tiqn to which exception had been 
taken would be found innocuous 
if read in conjunction with the 
other regulations, . 

in order that the situation 
might be made elear, a meeting 
was held at the Crown Soticitor’s 
Office curly in January, being at- 
tended by the Crown Solicitor, the 
Inspector-General of Police. a re- 
presentative of the shipping com- 
panies, and Capt. Laurenson as 
representing the China - Coast 
Guilds, . 

At this meeting, said Captain 
Liurenson, the regulations of 1928 
were uxamined in’ detail, and it

At tho Kawloon Magistracy yes- 
terday morning, Mr, Butters rn- 
served judgnient, after the evi- 
dence had concluded, In the cage 
in which Young ‘Chi-chu and Wl 
Fung-lenng are charged with hav- 
Ano Noveiniber 25, 1928, obtain- 
ed $3,500 from oa Wwidew, Chol 
Ngan, by means of a trick. 

The'second defendant — was de- 
fended by Mr. Hin-shing Lo, while 
the firat waa undefended, Detec- 
tive Sergeant Fitches prosecuted. 

Briefly, the story for the pro- 
aecution ia that the two defen- 
dants were alleged. to have offeresl 
to cure the complainant’s son by 
means of charms and holy water, 
and obtained the money from her.

DETECTIVES IN REAL LIFE 


AND IN 


FICTION. 


. By Cecil Bishop, Late C.LD., New Scotland Yard, 


O- seo youraclf ‘as others sco 
you is always an interesting 
expericnce, andthe flood of de- 
tective novels which shows “to 
sign of .abating has given de- 
tectives ample opportunity of 
roading about themselves. Occa- 
sionally I take a “busman’s 
holiday” and rend xn detective 
story, although I have yet to find 
one that is as thrilling as some 
of the cases which I have investi- 
gated. I am sure that as fiction 
certain cases, in which 1 have 
had my life attempted five times 
in four days, would fail on tke 
grounda of impossibility. 

Writers of detective stories, I 
have noticed, studiously avoid any 
suggestion of coincidence. Yet 
every detective will tell you that 
amazing coincidences occur every 
month, I remember onc case on 
which [ wus engaged before the 
war, 1 knew. the criminal, a 
woman, but failed to find her. 
Then, when i was Jying wounded 
in hospital, I found that my nursc 
wag no other than this womnn. 

A year later, when I was again 
wounded, £ was again nufsed by 
thia woman, although the second 
hospital was two hundred miles 
away.> Even that was not the end, 
for after the Armistice, when I 
had forgotten all about her, 1 
walked straight into her in Paris. 
What writer of detective fiction 
would dare to offer his readers 
such a remarkable series of coin- 
cidences? Yet in real Hfe that 
happens ovor and over again.. 

Twenty years ago detective 
fiction was full-of technical mis- 
takes, Coroners were muddled up 
with Magistrates, and detectives 
were made to do things that 
would have speedily earned them 
the “sack” at the Yard. To-day, 
writers show o far gretter know- 
ledge of police methods and re- 
gulations, but they still make a 
few mistakes. 

Writing of “a detective in plain 
clothes". is the commonest. De- 
tectives are always in plain clothes 
and never wear uniform, except 
asa disguise. What the writer is 
probably thinking of js a “unt- 
formed) oman” weartng — plain 
clothes, but he is not a detective. 
Economical Sleuths. 

Perhaps the most amusing 
feature of detective stories fg the 
lavish way in) which detectives 
spend Government money. If the 
writera worked for*Scotland Yard 
for a week they would realise that 
nowhere is economy more drasti- 
cally enforced, . Every penny has 
to be necounted for, and woe be- 
tide the detective who spends 
more than 2 pound & week in

THE STORY OF CHINA'S 
REVOLUTION. 


Of works on China by forcign 
writers, the number {a legion. 
The latest to ace the light of day 
ia “New Lamps for Old," by 
Anatol M. Kotenev (North China 
Daily News and Herald, 
hai; Mex. $10). This book will 
be welcomed for two reasons— 
first, becnuge it gives in greater 
aletail than any other we have 
encountered the story of the rise 
of national consciousness in 
Chinn; secondly, because an at- 
tempt is made to look at the 
issucs largely from the Chinese 
viewpoint. The author deseribes 
his work as 4 text-book of a 
revolution, an interpretation of 
eventa fu. modern China and a! 
venture to indicate whither they 
Jead. 

We get the angle of the author | 
in his foreword, in which he 
says that a knowledge of politico- | 
economic facts and exact statistics 
does not constitute true knowledge 
of the Chinesy people. The very 
structure of lne Chinese mind, ' 
which makes the Chinese as-! 
simibite facts in a manner quite 
diferently from Westerners, — re- 
quires, we ure told, a knowledge 
of reactions rather than actions, 
and consequences rather than 
eventa, The author aubmita that 
only a method of historical  re- 
search based on this prineple will 
bring the West nearer to a true 
understanding: af the Bast. 

“New Lamps for OM’ starta 
from the hundred days of reform 
initinted by the Emperor, Kuang 
Hsu, in X98, and we are taken 
right through the story of China's 
national Wfe up to the present 
day. The tale is well told. with 
a Wealth of annotations which 
give chapter and verse for the 
developments which have occurred. 
The birth of the Republic, China‘s 
part ix the Great War and the 
Moscow-Canton alliance arc related 
with due regard to historical ac. 
curacy, JQcealing with the Soviet's 
attempt to impose Communism on 
the Chinese people, we are told that 
China was invited to adopt Com- 
munim inthe form whieh it: had 
assdined in Russia, being deprived 
of the possibility of working out 
her own theories and methods, 
suftahle to hee national charaeter 
wud the peculiar conditions of 
China, This, says the author, 
wis the preatest mistake and tho 
gravest blunder vyer .committed 
by the ‘Soviet. These ideas of 
Socialism and Communism proved 
tebe powerless in China and 
collapsed at the first clash with 
Chinese aetuality, They stirred 
the same fate of other western 
ideas which were unable to adapt 
orthadoxy to practicability. The j 
author places Christinnity amongst 
these ideas, saying it has alwaya 
remained « foreign idea in China, 
He goes further and declares that 
in the course of the eventful 
year, 3927, there was no instance 

ich the soree of the — anti- 
was hroken 
by the moral force of Christianity. 

The cancessions made by the 
Powers to Chinese national t ¢l- 
ing are related at Jength, and 
the writer concludes that there 
is every indication that possibly 
in the present generation China 
will succeed in casting of — the 
last few links, more imaginary 
than real, that create in her a 
‘av of inferiority among ‘the 
nations of the world. “Whether 
peace and wisdom or dissension 
and war will gain the ascendancy 
when China is once more left to 
stand alone will be one of the 
great iskues of the twentieth 
century.” 

“New Lamps tor Old” is a 
bulky tome, betokening much 
studious research and revealing a 
close understanding — of 
Chinese outlook, It deserves a 
place amongat’ standard works on 
China, even if some of the con- 
elusions will be disputed by those 
accudlomed to look at China's 
problenis trom the — orthodex 
Western angle. :

The apt phrase to epitomize 
Shanghal’s brilliant, richly earned 
four-oals-lo-three victory In yes- 
terday’s Interport soceer match, 
with its somewhat sensational 
finish, doea not oceur to mind 
readily, It was a game full of 
great things and crudities 
strangely mixed, and requiring a 
little more, time properly — to 
diguat. One cnn only be sure of 
one thing, that the result did not 
do Hongkong an injustice. They 
had their share of bad luck, ft fs 
true, aa witness the occasion near 
the end when Gosano, striving for 
an cqualiser, headed against the 
croas-bar with Chow hopelessly 
beaten, but that was a detail; the 
all-important fact in this match 
was Hongkong'’s inability to get 
a grip on the game after estublish- 
ing a bead of 3 goals to 1 with 
only twenty minutes remaining: 
for play, 

In this, as it) happens, lies 
moat of the story, With Shang- 
hai undiamayed, playing indeed as 
though they were leading instead 
of in arrears, giving of their Jast 
ounce, it was a situation calling 
for generalship, not necessarily 
for uw master footbatler, but for a 
leader, sand there was no-one can- 
able of sounding an effective rally 
call: ‘The defenderg battled gal 
lantly in) their own particular 
ways, up to a point, but the co- 
operation demanded was inlasing.

But even conceding how great

it surpnused every expectation, 
Not only were the defenders a 
brilliant cohesive force but there 
wis cleverness and ortistry in 
almost everything they did, The 
forwards were not of the same 
breed, Ball control was, anything 
but a strong point with them, but 
they had this _yirtue, 2 keen 
realisation of the whereabouts of 
gonl allied with readiness to work 
and work and work again, In 
all, there was a urity nbout the 
whole side which docs the highest 
possible credit to the captaincy of 
Stanley Gash, who inspired his 
men by example as well as pre- 
cept, giving what must have been 
one of the greatest displays of his 
career, . 


Another point which struck one 
moat: forcibly the game through 
wags the difference in team spirit.

was robbery, Also te support 
the indictment. there must have 
been Violence or the ship niuat 
have been carried away. 
Although a reputed thief could be 
charged with loitering with intent, 
under no ordinance could a ship- 
ful of repoted pirates be charged 
with loitering on the high seas. 

To support the indietment the 
Crown would have to prove Unit 
the victimised vessel had been 
either taken away, or scuttled, or 
that there had been an act com. 
mitted on board which, had it 
been committed on land, would 
have umounted to a felony: Also 
the Crown would have to prove 
robbery to bring the indictment 
within ‘the : jurisdiction of the 
Court, and nothing short of that 
would constitute the act of piracy, 
aa preferred agmunst accused.
